THAT it would keep thoſe Men employ'd, and prevent Diſor- 
ders often committed by Out-lying Penſioners ; who, by the long 
War, are become very numerous, and capable of Forming ſeveral 
more Companies, than what are already, or were intended to be 
Form'd. | 


Bur for Want of a ſmall Proviſion to be made by Parliament for the 
Officers Pay, and Cloaths for the Men, thoſe Eight Companies are 
not yet Form'd, nor have the Officers receiv d any Pay, tho' Com- 


miſſion'd ſo long ago. 


And it appears, by Computation, that thoſe Eight Companies, of 
One Hundred in each, are more in Number than a Marching Regi- 


ment; and the Pay of a Regiment amounting to upwards of 12000. 


Yearly, the Additional Charge of Cloathing theſe, and the Officers 
Pay, amounts to no more than 2.295 /. Yearly, it ſaves the Govern- 
ment 9705 J per Ann. and upwards, as is ſet forth in a Petition to the 
Honourable Houſe. DD”
